Take Pictures of Gestapo Agents Bared in Daily 
Worker; Believe Snapped by Men from Dep’t 
of Justice; Ship Docked at Hoboken 


Two men, believed to be representatives of the De- 
partment of Justice, boarded the Westernland, Red Star 
liner, when the ship docked at Hobaken and took pictures 
of three of the alleged Gestapo (German secret service) 
agents exposed by the Daily Worker Tuesday. Officials of 
the Department refused to confirm or deny the report, how- 
ever, pointing out that their rules forbade the issuing of 
any statements except through the offices of the Attorney 
General in Washington, D. C., while an investigation is in 
progress. 

The two men who boarded the ship sought out the 
crew members named by the Daily Worker without prelim- 
inaries and while one of them handed the accused spies 
papers to detract their attention, the other, armed with a 
flashlight camera, took their pictures.

Raw Silk Ass’n. Figures Show Consistent Heavy 
Drop in Exports; Tokio Worried at Decline; 
Buys 10,000 Bales to Bolster Market 


Japanese raw silk exports continued to fall sharply 
according to figures of the Central Raw Silk Association 
for the month of January. 

For that month Japan exported 28,527 bales of raw 
silk or 11,361 bales, 28.5 per cent less than in December. 
The United States, purchaser of the bulk of Japan’s silk, 
accounted for a drop of 7,132 bales. Compared to January, 
1937, exports fell by 1,918 bales. But for the United States 
there was a drop of 4,732 bales compared to January, 1937. 

The extent of the drop is regarded as unusually heavy 
and has become a source of deep concern to the Japanese 
government. 

Hosiery sales in the United States for January showed 
a drop of 14 per cent compared to January, 1987, the Na- 
tional Association of Hosiery Manufacturers revealed.

Braving a steady rain, more than 
1,200 WPA workers under the lead- 
ership of the Camden County Work- 
ers Alliance paraded around the 
city hall and county courthouse, set 
up loudspeakers in the jammed city 
hall lobby and demanded that the 
Board of Freeholders release a $375,- 
000 bond issue to continue work on 
the county’s parks program. 

At five minutes past eleven Di- 
rector J. William Mullin emerged 
sweating from the four hours’ joint 
caucus of Republican and Demo- 
cratic freeholders and announced: 

“You win. .The parks bond issue 
will be passed at the freeholders’ 
meeting on Saturday.” 

BREAK 2-MONTH DEADLOCK 


The demonstration, characterized 
dy local city hall observers as “the 
heaviest mass pressure Camden has 
ever witnessed,” broke a two months’ 
deadlock during which the Repub- 
lican minority and a reactionary 
wing of the board’s Democratic ma- 
jority threatened to wipe out 3,500 
WPA jobs by refusing to vote the 
bond issue before April 1.

Despite the tremendous, united forces of 
German and Italian fascism precipitously 
hurled at Spain, Mussolini’s end of the Aus- 
trian deal will not be delivered in dress

Latest reports from Spain tell of a “delay” in the 
fascist advance.

A warning which most intelligent readers have 
long observed is to diggount news from Hendaye, 
France, a fascist information bureau. Every anti- 
Loyalist rumor was broadcast as news from that mod- 
ern Riga. In haste to help Franco, Mussolini and 
Hitler forward, the lie-manufacturers at Hendaye 
pushed the fascist armies ali over the map while they 
created paper “uprisings” in the Loyalist rear. As to 
the situation in Barcelona the most reliable reports 
come from Herbert L. Matthews, Times’ correspondent 
(on the Times’ “principle” of balancing wholesale lies 
with a sprinkling of truth). The headline on his 
story while panic was being spread via Hendaye was: 
“Barcelona quiet; army routs denied.” 
„ 


However, the military situation in Spam becomes 
subordinate to the political and diplomatic situation 
in Europe generally; and in this respect France holds 
the key to world peace. The question of Spain, it 
should be remembered, was the central issue in the 
Tories’ negotiations with Mussolini and Hitler. The 
British people are now receiving their answer to 
Chamberlain's “assurances” of the “withdrawal” of 
Italian troops. * 

_ But the immediate consequence of this Tory treach- 
ery hits France. Not General Franco but Hitler and 
Mussolini are advancing in Spain, which means the 
fascist allies are moving toward the Franco-Spanish 
border. By that fact the famous Maginot defense line 
is negated by a combined Nazi and Italian threat to 
the Pyrenees. These mountains on France’s south- 
ern border no longer separate Europe from Africa, as 
it used to be said, but open the door In France to the 
greatest threat of the Rome-Berlin axis. 

These are the facts that the Loyalist government of 
Spain put before the French government. France 
answered Spain's fervent appeal in two ways. The 
200 rich families, speaking through Le Matin (the 
French version of the London “Thunderer”), immedi- 
ately spread rumors of an armistice between Catalonia 
and the fascist allies. This is what the French Tories, 
in concert with the British Tories, actually want. They 
desire to protect the most vulnerable part of the 
Franco-Spanish border by a buffer state end let the 
fascists have the rest of Spain. Their wish, therefore, 
is father to their rumors. 

But the overwhelming majority of the French 
people sees the real danger. The French people 
realize that their peace, freedom and national integrity 
will never be saved by 4 tiny buffer between the 
Fascist-dominated Mediterranean and © democratic 
France. And under popular pressure other steps were 
taken, however timorously. 

The Blum government replied to Spain's pleas for 
immediate aid by sending artillery batteries and 
planes with French officers to the new world front of 
peace and democracy. But this was done covertly, 
furtively and without the French people being rallied 
to the occasion. What is needed in the danger that 
threatens the world is wholesale, open and direct as- 
sistance to Spain. It is no longer a question ex- 


The salvation of Spain lies in alarming every 
of peace and freedom in the world to the true danger 
and the gravity of the situation in Spain without ex- 
aggeration. 

As Spain becomes harder pressed the issue no longer 
is Spain, but taken as it might be, together with 
Austria and China, is one of world peace. 

Leon Blum can rectify in the present government 
of the People’s Front a terrible blunder he made in 
his first cabinet by trailing after the Tory scandalous 
non-intervention scheme. This time in rushing openly 
to the aid of Spain he will have not only the entire

St. Patrick was a man of the people. He 


drove the snakes out of Ireland, they say, 
and fought for the people. And ever since, 
in whatever land they have been, the Irish 


have fought with their very lives for the

. linked Irish America with Ire- 
land, the labor struggle with the Revolution- 
ary movement. When he here in New 
York, he was a member of the Irish Socialist 
Club and of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, while at the same time he edited his 
Irish nationalist paper, “The Harp.” 

When British imperialism crushed the 
Easter Week Rising, the seven signers of the 
Republican Proclamation—Connolly, Pearse, 
Clarke, Thomas MacDonagh, Sean MacDer- 
mott, Eamon Ceannt, Joseph Plunkett—were 
court-martialed and shot. On this St. Pat- 
rick’s Day, Irish hearts beat with renewed 
determination at the memory of the scene 
where Connolly, already badly wounded by 
the British troops, was carried on a stretcher 
to the barrack square and lifted into a chair 
to face the firing squad. 

Connolly was a true follower of Karl 
Marx. From Marx's teachings, Connolly un- 
derstood the real significance of the struggle 
for Irish independence. It was the First 
[Communist] International, led by Marx, 
which gave its full support to the side of 
Ireland as against the British Tories, in the 
same way that it backed the cause of the 
Northern Army in this country against the 
slave-holders. It was Marx who warned the 
working class of England that they could 
not win their own freedom unless Ireland 
was liberated. 

Of the Easter Rising, led by Connolly, 
Lenin declared: “A blow delivered against 
the British imperialist bourgeoisie by a re- 
bellion in Ireland has a hundred times more 
political significance than a blow of equal 
weight would have in Asia or Africa.” 


On this St. Patrick’s Day we pay homage 
to the Irish and Irish-American labor heroes 
and heroines of this country: William Z. 
Foster, chairman of the Communist Party; 
Tom Mooney and many others. 

On this St. Patrick’s Day, the Irish see 


the fruit of the great struggles of the Molly 


Maguires in the coal fields in the ’80’s. They 
see a new labor movement—in the ClO—in 
which Irish Catholics play a leading role: 
John Brophy, director of the CIO; Tom Ken- 
nedy, secretary-treasurer of the United Mine 
Workers and candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of Pennsylwania;
